Quentin, O c t . 1 8 . — T h e m e n 
who are to die this afternoon, at 10 
o'clock are as cool and unconcerned as 
though they had a long future ahead of 
them. 


T h e 
final arrangements 
connected 
with the scaffold were completed 
this 
morning at a little after 
10 6'clock. 
T h e rest of the time of those who were 
connectgd 
with 
the execution was 
spent in waiting for the fatal hour of 
2 o'clock 10 arrive, so that they could 
get 
through 
with 
the execution. 
United States Marshal Barry Baldwin 
came over 
this 
morning on the 9 
o'clock boat, accompanied by Detec­ 
tive N . L. Harris and the deputies who 
were to assist him in the execution. 
T h e 
Marshal at once 
inspected the 
machinery o f death and found that the 
rope had been properly 
stretched and 
soaped and that all the details had 
been properly arranged. 


T h e 
condemned men got up this 
morning at 6:30 and ate their 
break­ 
fast, but neither one of them had much 
of an appetite and ate but-little of what 
was spread before thein. 
St. Clair ex­ 
pressed his faith in the Catholic church 
and said that he was at peace and had 
no fe.irs for the future and that he had 
forgiven his enemies. 


H e spent the greater 
part o f the 
morning, after eating his breakfast, in 
writing a statement for the newspapers, 
which he desired to have 
published 
and telegraphed all over the world. 


H e 
made the startling 
statement 
that the reason (hat reporters 
were to 
be excluded was because Hansen had 
requested 
Marshal 
Baldwin to keep 
the reporters' out, and he had piomised 
to do so, and that the question o f his 
having received the orders from Wash­ 
ington was all bosh. 


As the hour for this execution ap 
proached he showed no nervousness 
but kept on with his writing for the 
press. 


Hansen after breakfast had his regu­ 
lar smoke and chatted with the death 
watch upon

topics but not 
about the hanging. 
H e told them of 
several incidents o f his life and at 9 
o'clock he was informed 
that the Rev. 
Mr. Drahms and the Rev. Mr. Peter­ 
son, a Danish minister, desired to talk 
with him. 
H e at once asked that they 
be admitted and when they entered his 
cage he shook them 
warmly by the 
hand. 


H e told them that he had no fear of 
the gallows as he was innocent, having 
had no hand in the murder of Fitzger­ 
ald. 
H e would die in the Baptist 
faith, and was so glad that he would so 
soon plunge into the unknown realms 
of the next world.

ing asking for a pardon or reprieve for 
Hansen.

The ideas are not 
carried out, 
how 
ever by the 
merchants of San 
Fran­ 
cisco, /or while they are members of 


the association they will not purchase 
goods made in California if they can 


get 
them for a little less in 
the 


East. 


It is simply a game of grab with the 


San Francisco merchants. 
They want 
everything for themselves and at no 
cost 
Through the Association they 
have got thousands of dollars worth of 
free advertising from the newspapers of 


the 
State, which has brought 
them 
thousands of dollars in trade, as 
the 
people generally thought they were 
sincere, and made it a practice to 
pur 
chase only goods of California man­ 


ufacture. 


In the meantime, however, these 


San Francisco merchants, through the 


Association, have been and 
are 
now 
getting columns of free advertising at 


the expense of the deluded newspaper 


men. 
When their acts were criticised 
some time ago a grand gallery play was 
made to the effect that they would all 
advertise and that it would be done 
through the Association. 
If any of 
them have advertised or if the Asso 
ciation has sent out any advertising 
matter except what they asked free 
publication we have failed to note it. 


It is not because we have not receiv 
ed advertising that this article is written 


but to show that the 
Manufacturers' 


and Producers' Association is a fraud 
whbse only aim is to get something for 
nothing. 
>. 


In West Berkeley there are two oil 
factories that manufacture large quan­ 
tities of oil and give employment to a 
number of men, yet very little of the 
products of these factories find their 


way into San Francisco until after it 


has gone East in its purity and come 
back adulterated. 
This we can prove. 


A few weeks ago the proprietor of the 
Eureka Oil Works went to San Francisco 


and called on some prominent business 


men 
for the purpose of selling them 


oiL 
He showed them samples of his 


oil, which was pure, and contrasted it 
with what they had from the East. 
These men admitted that the West 
Berkeley product was much superior 


to what they were handling, but they 
absolutely refused to purchase it unless 
they could get it one cent less than 
what they could purchase it for in the 
East 


The 
names of these men 
appear 
upon the membership roll of the Man­ 
ufacturers and Producers' Association, 


yet they will not purchase California 
products unless they can get 
them 
cheaper 
than eastern 
manufactured 
goods. 
They will not even pay the 
same price that they pay to eastern 
dealers.

the subject of a paper recently read be­ 
fore the New South Wales Royal socie­ 
ty 
by Professor Liverbridge. 
Among 
other facts stated was the peculiarity of 
«noh nuggets, on being out through or 
sliced and polished and then etched by 
chlorine water, "of'exhibiting a well 
marked crystalline structure closely re­ 
sembling the figures shown byirnost me­ 
tallic meteorites. 
On heati^g^chMia- 
gets in a Bnnsen burner blebs or BHsfefs 
form on both the polished and unpol­ 
ished surfaces, and on still more strong­ 
ly 
heating these in some oases burst 
with sharp reports, and pieces of gold 
are projected with considerable vio­ 
lence. As no explosions have been ob­ 
served on dissolving or eating away the 
crusts of these blisters by chlorine wa­ 
ter it is thought that the blebs may 
probably be due to the evaporization of 
some liquid or solid substance. Further, 
in slicing some nuggets, scattered gran­ 
ules of quartz were met with inside, al­ 
though quite invisible outside. At first 
it 
was supposed that such explosions 
might be due to the quartz, but the gas 
in 
some instances oontinued to issue 
from the burst bleb—where the aper­ 
ture formed was small—and forced the 
Bnnsen flame out into lateral, just as if 
urged by a blowpipe.
